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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Rural  District  Council  of  Runcorn. 

During  the  year  further  consolidation  of  existing  health  services  has 
taken  place  but  day  to  day  work  has  to  a  great  extent  been  overshadowed  by 
the  impending  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  and  the  National  Health 
Service  both  scheduled  to  take  place  on  1st  April, 

Primary  health  team  care  is  now  accepted  as  the  normal  pattern  of 
general  practice  throughout  the  country.  Groups  of  general  practitioners 
with  attached  nursing  staff  comprising  health  visitors,  district  nurses 
and  midwives  work  together  as  a  team  either  from  purpose  built  health  centres 
or  from  group  practice  premises. 

As  many  of  the  problems  which  present  themselves  to  the  general 
practitioner  have  as  their  main  element  a  social  factor  or  cause,  it  is 
important  that  the  links  between  the  health  services  and  social  services 
department  continue  to  be  strengthened.  In  many  health  centres  and  county 
clinics  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  the  social  services  department  to 
hold  family  advisory  sessions.  It  is  important  that  all  primary  health  care 
teams  are  able  to  obtain  regular  help  from  a  member  of  the  social  services 
department.  One  way  of  achieving  this  is  for  a  nominated  social  service 
officer  to  be  responsible  for  regular  contact  with  particular  group  practices. 
This  is  already  taking  place  in  certain  parts  of  the  county  and  its  extension 
is  not  only  desirable  but  essential.  Anticipating  closer  links  between  the  new 
national  health  service  and  the  social  services  departments  of  local  authorities 
after  the  1st  April,  1 97U*  this  is  one  example  of  the  way  in  which  the  two 
services  can  be  brought  closer  together  for  the  benefit  of  the  patient  or  the 
client. 

The  integrated  child  health  screening  programme  introduced  on  the  1st 
January,  1972  is  working  well.  Children  are  screened  at  pre-determined  ages 
and  these  simple  checks  are  -undertaken  alternatively  by  doctors  and  nurses 
who  have  received  special  training.  The  child  is  seen  at  the  age  of  6  weeks, 

9  months,  2  years  and  3  years.  At  years  he  will  be  invited  for  a  pre¬ 

school  medical  examination  as  at  present. 

Other  screening  procedures  have  been  continued  and  extended.  These  include 
arrangements  for  cervical  cytology  and  the  testing  of  female  staff  from  schools 
and  other  departments  for  their  immunity  to  Rubella.  The  latter  can  now  be 
offered  vaccination  which  gives  protection  to  subsequent  unborn  children  from 
the  adverse  effects  of  German  measles. 

The  greater  part  of  this  report  deals  with  a  wide  variety  of  environmental 
health  matters  which  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  supervision 
and  surveillance  of  communicable  diseases  cases  and  contacts  continues  to 
demand  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  importation  of  infectious  diseases  from  tropical  and  sub-tropical  regions 
is  a  constant  hazard  especially  due  to  the  rapidity  of  modem  air  travel  and 
such  serious  diseases  as  smallpox  can  be  introduced  into  the  country  in  this 
way.  The  trend  for  foreign  holidays  continues  and  this  in  turn  is  reflected 
in  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  in  this  important 
aspect  of  control  of  communicable  disease. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  radical  changes  which  will  occur  in  traditional 
public  health  departments  in  197U  has  been  made  possible  only  by  the  painstaking 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  the  one  hand  and  by  the  continued 
programme  of  immunisation  and  vaccination  on  the  other.  The  general  public  now 
take  for  granted  and  indeed  demand  clean  air,  clean  food,  clean  water  and  many 
other  aspects  of  a  healthy  environment* 

It  is  only  by  thorough  day  to  day  work  that  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
have  been  able  to  bring  this  about  and  they  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  many 
successes  which  they  have  achieved  in  the  environmental  field  since  19U8*  It 
is  absolutely  essential  that  their  work  continues  and  that  after  1st  April, 

1 97U  the  closest  links  are  maintained  between  the  new  local  government  district 


environmental  officers  and  the  medical  officers  of  the  new  Area  Health 
Authority.  There  are  still  many  serious  infectious  diseases  and  conditions 
which  for  their  control  need  the  closest  co-operation  between  Doctors  and 
Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Ify  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Boothman,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his 
Staff  for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the  Clerk  and  Chief  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  advice  and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  constant  co-operation.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Rural  District  Council  of  Runcorn 

I  have  the  honour  to  repor  -  on  the  Environmental  Sections  of  this 
report. 

The  Statistics  in  he  body  of  the  report  indicates  che  distribution 
of  the  work  carried  ou  and  comments  are  made  on  each  section.  Working 
Party  Committee's  for  the  impending  re-organisation  of  Local  Authorities 
have  taken  up  a  fair  amount  of  time  of  myself  and  my  Deputy. 

This  is  probably  the  last  Annual  Report  that  I  shall  comment  on  and 
it  night  be  appropriate  to  reminisce. 

In  1938  the  population  of  the  then  District  was  31 >798  and  the  number 
of  houses  9399  an  average  of  3*U  persons  per  house,  now  the  ratio  is  2.6. 

The  Department  then  spen >,  considerable  time  in  making  enquiries  and 
arranging  disinfection  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  particulary  D4ptheria, 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Tuberculosis.  Medical  progress  has  now  so  reduced  and 
controlled  these  dipeases  that  there  has  been  little  work  to  do  on  these. 
However,  in  recent  years  this  has  been  replaced  by  investigations  of  food 
poisoning,  Diarrhoea  and  other  infections  contacted  abroad. 

There  were  8  small  slaughterhouses,  mostly  in  the  Frodsham  area  about 
half  of  the  animals  killed  were  inspected.  Evidence  of  disease  had  to  be 
repor  ed  by  the  slaughterer,  these  cases  of  course  were  inspected.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  one  quarter  of  the  cows  were  found  to  be  infected 
with  Tuberculosis.  The  Department  was  also  concerned  with  the  inspections 
of  Milk  Production  at  the  Dairy  Farms.  The  eradication  of  tuberculosis 
over  the  years  in  farm  livestock,  and  the  pasteurisation  of  milk,  appears 
to  me  to  be  a  great  achievement  in  public  and  animal  health. 

Before  19U5  refuse  collection  was  carried  out  by  private  contractors; 
in  two  villages  the  system  was  horse  and  cart.  Disposal  was  to  numerous 
small  tips.  The  refuse  had  a  high  ash  content  and  indeed  was  used  to  form 
some  of  the  roads  on  Frodsham  Marshes.  Several  of  the  outlying  villages 
had  no  collection  at  all.  Ashes  were  used  for  garden  paths,  night  soil  was 
buried  and  in  one  area  a  fast  flowing  stream  was  used  clandestinely  to  take 
the  rubbish  away. 

On  Water  Supply  in  19U6  we  report  1+8  houses  with  standpipe  mains  supplies 
and  107  with  well  and  spring  supplies,  the  remaining  had  mains  supply  in  the 
house.  Intensive  sampling  carried  out  in  the  following  2  years  revealed  73 
of  these  supplies  were  of  unsatisfactory  or  suspicious  quantity.  Mains 
extensions  over  the  years  have  reduced  this  to  1+  houses  and  indeed  2  of 
these  have  mains  supplies  pending. 

/ 

Housing  has  always  presented  a  major  social  problem  complicated  by  the 
numerous  housing  policies  of  the  government  and  changing  pa  tern  of  demand. 
This  Authority  has  however  taken  out  all  but  a  few  of  the  grossly  unfit 
houses.  In  recent  years  very  few  of  the  unfit  houses  in  rural  areas  are 
being  demolished,  on  becoming  vacant  they  are  usually  reconditioned  and 
modernized  even  to  the  extent  of  rebuilding. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  one  of  the  remaining  problems  now  being 
vigourously  tackled.  Hand  fired  steam  raising  plant  has  been  replaced  by 
automatic  boilers  now  giving  little  trouble.  Smoke  Control  areas  are 
achieving  reduction  of  smoke  and  sulphur  pollution  at  street  level  with  the 
general  approval  and  co-operation  of  the  public.  Unhappily  chemical  plant 
while  reducing  output  of  pollutants  in  terms  of  milligrams  per  cubic  metre 
does  by  its  very  concentration  of  throughput  produce  local  problems  of 
pollution.  True,  when  operating  satisfactorily  to  anticipated  design  there 
is  little  to  complain  of  but  far  too  often  there  are  breakdowns  and  mal¬ 
functions  which  cause  trouble. 
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As  for  the  future,  with  tho  increasing  concentrations  of 
development  more  influence  is  needed  in  Environmental  control  of 
planning  to  minimise  pollution  by  gaseous  emissions  and  noise  and  by 
pollution  of  water. 

I  again  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Committees  and  Council  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  their  support  and  the  Staff  for  their 
loyalty  and  industry.

Plans  of  new  premises  and 
alterations  are  scrutinised  as  regards  compliance  with  the  Act,  where 
appropriate.  Co-operation  with  owners  to  remedy  defects  etc.,  is  being 
given  more  readily.

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WATER  SAMPLES 


The  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Warrington,  Runcorn  and  District  Water  Board  -  the  offices  are  at 
hO  Manchester  Road,  P.0.  Box  107,  Warrington.  WAl  3AL. 

All  the  supplies  axe  chlorinated  and  the  Iymm  source  now  supplying 
Grappenhall  and  parts  of  Stockton  Heath  is  softened. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  However, 
instances  of  taste  complaint  of  a  chlorophenol  taint  have  arisen,  these  occux 
intermittently  and  at  isolated  places.  It  is  believed  that  these  are  due  to 
deposition  of  organic  matter  in  the  pipes  which  from  tine  to  time  decompose 
to  react  with  chlorine  to  give  this  taint. 

The  Water  Engineer  supplies  copies  of  reports  on  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination  of  water  supplies  taken  by  his  staff.  All  l6l 
bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  this  department  carries  out  sampling  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  mains  and  private  supplies  twice  per  year.  1+  samples  were  taken 
all  proved  satisfactory.  Where  as  a  result  of  sampling,  private  supplies  have 
been  established  as  unsatisfactory,  notices  advising  that  the  water  be  boiled 
or  chlorinated  prior  to  using  for  drinking,  dietetic  and  dairy  purposes  are 
sent  to  the  owners  and  occupiers. 

Analysis  reports  on  typical  samples  of  mains  water  and  details  of 
dwellings  and  population  are  supplied  in  the  appendix. 

Lead  in  Water 


A  few  houses,  17  in  the  Parish  of  Aston  are  supplied  with  Lake  Vymwy 
water  direct  from  the  Liverpool  Mains  Supply.  Chemical  samples  taken  during 
the  year  showed  a  lead  content  of  0.01+0  parts  per  million  which  is  considered 
satisfactory,  being  within  the  W.H.O.  limit  of  0.0$  parts  per  million.

Sewer  Connections 

The  department  is  heavily  engaged  in  this  work,  to  which  end  the 
Council  approved  an  increase  in  the  establishment  of  one  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  1972. 

The  department  contacts  all  owners  of  properties  on  the  line  of  the 
new  sewer,  advising  and  preparing  plans  for  the  alterations-  of  the  drainage 
system  within  the  curtilage  of  the  properties.  Foul  and  surface  water 
drainage  where  combined  have  to  be  separated.  Improvement  Grants  are 
available  for  houses  without  modem  amenities,  which  may  conveniently 
be  provided  at  the  time  sewer  connections  are  made. 

DRAINAGE 


Where  plans  are  submitted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  involving 
drainage  systems  not  connected  to  a  public  sewer,  the  observations  of  this 
department  have  been  sought  on  the  efficiency  of  the  proposed  drainage 
disposal.  In  cases  involving  discharge  to  a  stream  or  water-course,  consent 
from  the  River  Authority  is  required. 

The  department  undertakes  the  clearing  of  combined  drainage  systems 
which  may  be  technically  sewers,  where  these  are  not  the  main  sewers  dealt 
with  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  where  there  is  reasonable  access  to 
the  pipes. 

Simple  drain  stoppages  are  also  cleared  on  request  on  a  cost  basis. 

The  service  has  proved  most  useful  in  dealing  expeditiously  with  these 
problems.  l6l  stoppages  were  dealt  with. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Pollution  Officers  of  the  Mersey  and 
Weaver  River  Authority.  Pollution  of  ditches  and  streams  remains  a  problem, 
in  areas  without  sewers.  Private  owners  are  advised  on  the  best  type  of 
septic  tanks  and  filters  for  their  property.  Where  such  properties  are  in 
groups,  the  final  satisfactory  solution  is  the  provision  of  a  sewer  and 
sewage  disposal  works. 

Liquor  from  cowsheds  and  silage  pits  presents  a  particularly  difficult 
problem  where  it  is  not  collected  and  returned  to  the  land  as  manure. 
Commercial  vehicles  parking  areas  also  produce  problems  of  oil  seepage  into 
drains,  ditches  and  watercourses.  With  the  increasing  development  of 
intensive  animal  husbandry,  farmers  are  faced  with  the  fact  that  the  foul 
drainage  must  be  dealt  with  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  nuisance  and 
pollution  of  ditches  and  watercourses. 

The  River  Authority  are  pressing  for  improvements  in  the  treatment 
of  trade  and  sewage  effluents  which  will  be  a  long  and  expensive  manner. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  and  the  capital  works  schemes  in  progress  and 
those  projected  will  reduce  pollution. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 


Nine  grants  were  made  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  17  Conversions  to 
the  water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  as  part  of  improvements  included 
in  Improvement  Grant  Schemes. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


This  service  is  carried  out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  under 
direct  labour.  This  Department  arranges  the  provision  and  fixing  of 
Litter  Bins  other  than  those  at  Trunk  Road  Lay-byes. 


Disposal  -  Disposal  is  by  tipping  into  dinun edLnand  pits  at  Whitley  by 
agreement  with  the  owners,  paper  manufacturers.  The  pits  are  partially 
flooded  therefore  the  tipping  of  household  refuse  is  confined  to  the  area 
above  water  level.  Inert  waste  from  paper  manufacturing  is  tipped  into 
the  flooded  area.  Pumping  is  to  be  carried  out  in  one  pit,  at  present 
unused,  to  give  capacity  for  dry  tipping. 

The  tipping  at  Whitley  is  controlled,  covering  material  is  imported 
to  the  site.  Tree  planting  has  been  carried  out  along  the  perimeter  and 
now  the  completed  portions  could  be  reinstated  to  grassland. 

Collection  -  Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout  most  of 
the  district  -  a  few  of  the  more  rural  parts  have  a  fortnigditly  collection. 
With  the  adoption  of  a  paper  sack  bin  liner  and  re-organisation  it  is  hoped 
to  make  the  collection  weekly  throughout  the  district. 

Pail  and  Chemical  Closets  are  emptied  weekly. 

A  more  frequent  collection  of  trade  refuse,  particularly  from  food 
premises  would  effect  a  desirable  improvement  in  general  hygiene  of  such 
premises. 

Litter  -  Owing  to  labour  difficulties  the  emptying  of  litter  bins  is 
far  from  satisfactory,  and  until  it  is  effectively  organised,  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  further  litter  receptacles  as  requested  by  various  Parish 
Councils  is  not  being  implemented. 

Litter  Compounds  have  been  provided  at  Stockton  Heath  and  Frodshan  to 
receive  rubbish  brought  by  the  Public.  These  are  well  used,  undoubtedly 
the  casual  dumping  in  ditches  and  on  road  verges  in  these  parts  of  the 
district  has  been  noticeably  reduced.  Consideration  is  now  to  be  given 
to  providing  further  such  compounds. 

Cleaning  up  waste  areas  of  land  which  are  untidy  by  reason  of  dumped 
rubbish  is  now  carried  out  within  the  limits  of  available  labour. 

Cesspool  Emptying  Services  -  The  two  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  are  used 
for  desludging  septic  tanks  and  settling  tanks  on  Council  and  private 
property,  and  for  the  collection  of  nig^vt  soil.  The  Council  give  a  free 
service  for  emptying  wholly  domestic  septic  tanks  once  a  year  on  application, 
the  applicant  to  have  access  covers  of  the  tanks  loosened  and  opened  in 
readiness.  Difficulty  is  experienced  in  keeping  pace  with  the  demand.  The 
charge  for  industrial  and  farm  liquor  tanks  remains  at  £1.50p.  per  hour. 

All  owners  of  properties  having  septic  tanks  have  been  invited  to  make  use 
of  this  service. 

PRIVATE  TIPS 


Supervision  of  these  continued.  Problems  have  been  as  at  other  tips  - 
the  dispersal  of  loose  paper  and  dust  by  wind,  occasional  fires,  and  the 
tendency  of  the  operators  to  deposit  unauthorised  and  offensive  material. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I960 

In  general  noise  from  existing  establishments  is  accepted,  apart 
from  when  new  houses  are  built  close  to  a  noise  source.  Alterations  in 
character  and  timing  of  the  noises  also  bring  complaints.  Launderettes 
when  contiguous  to  dwellinghouses  have  been  a  problem,  but  managements 
have  been  co-operative. 

Complaints  continued  to  be  received  concerning  noise  from  a  chemical 
plant  situated  outside  the  District.  Undue  noise  problems  have  arisen 
initially  in  commissioning  the  plant  and  subsequently  from  mechanical 
breakdowns . 

Other  complaints  were  concerning  occasional  sporting  activities,  motor 
cycle  scrambling,  model  power  boats  and  clay  pigeon  shooting.

FURTHER  AREAS 

Frodshan  -  Order  made  by  the  Council  on  the  28th  March,  1972  awaiting 
Confirmation. 

The  total  number  of  properties  in  confirmed  Smoke  Control  Areas  are  311+7 
covering  1170  acres. 

The  projected  "target"  date  for  the  completion  of  the  Smoke  Control 
Programme  is  1977  and  covers  the  whole  of  the  built  up  area  south  of  Warrington 
in  the  Parishes  of  Walton,  Stockton  Heath,  Appleton  and  Grappenhall  together 
with  the  Parishes  of  Eelsby  and  Frodsham  and  part  of  Alvanley. 

Eventually  Smoke  Control  Areas  will  cover  5,000  acres  and  include 
12,000  properties. 

An  atmospheric  monitoring  apparatus  is  operated  at  Castle  Park,  Frodsham 
there  already  being  one  at  the  District  Office,  Sandy  Lone,  Stockton  Heath 
operated  by  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board.  Recordings  shown  on 
the  Graph  are  in  the  Appendix. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Clean  Air  Society. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


Two  full  time  Public  Health  Operatives  are  employed;  they  carry  out  mainly 
rodent  control  but  have  other  duties  including  drain  clearances,  where  practicable. 

A  limited  number  of  farm  contracts  have  been  secured,  and  particular 
effort  is  made  to  obtain  those  where  a  farm  is  in  a  built-up  area  so  that 
block  treatment  can  be  carried  out  with  the  adjacent  properties  where  necessary. 

Farmers  are  supplied  with  Warfarin  on  charge  when  requested,  and  advice  is 
always  available.  Inspections  carried  out  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  191+9. 

Treatment  was  offered  to  industrial  premises  at  a  charge  of  cost  of  labour 
and  materials.  Some  of  these,  including  schools,  receive  treatments  as  required 
on  this  basis;  1+6  preferred  to  enter  into  contracts  amounting  to  £1+63.75* 
Dwellinghouses  receive  free  treatment  unless  the  infestation  is  due  to  lack  of 
hygiene  from  the  unsatisfactory  keeping  of  animals  or  poultry.  Warfarin  with  a 
wheatmeal  base  is  used  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  Council  have  17  tips  sewage  outfalls  and  properties  which  receive 
treatment  as  required. 

Fluoracetamide  treatment  in  sewers  has  been  adopted  with  good  results. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made,  including  reinspections  was  2673* 

Note;  l6l  drain  clearances  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 
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INSECT  PESTS 


The  department  deals  vith  insect  pests  in  dwellinghouses  on  request 
without  charge.  The  same  service  is  available  to  commercial  premises  on  a  cost 
basis.  Routine  preventative  insecticide  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the 
School  Canteens  and  kitchens,  three  times, Easter,  Whitsuntide  and  Midsummer,  for 
the  Education  Authority. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  district. 
CARAVAN  SITES 


The  Occupiers  generally  treat  the  communal  amenities  very  roughly  and  two 
further  site  operators  are  extending  or  modifying  the  drainage  system  to 
provide  individual  W.C.*s  or  W.C.  connection  for  each  caravan. 

The  number  of  caravan  licences  is  29  (including  20  single  caravans)  for  a 
total  of  299  residential  and  116  recreatinnal  caravans. 

The  estimated  number  of  persons  occupying  these  caravans  is  in  Sumner: 
Residential  650;  Recreational  250. 

The  number  of  unauthorised  or  lapsed  sites  -  2  comprising  3  residential 
caravans.  The  unauthorised  sites  are  referred  to  the  Clerk* s  Department,  and 
in  certain  cases  enforcement  action  is  taken  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act. 

GYPSIES 

Sporadic  outbreaks  of  unauthorised  caravan  encampments  continue  to  occur 
on  highways,  verges  and  other  open  land  causing  considerable  nuisance. 
Eventually,  they  move,  leaving  large  amounts  of  rubbish. 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  are  considering  the  provision  of  3  sites,  when 
these  are  provided,  it  is  hoped  the  County  con  be  desigiated  under  the  Caravan 
Sit.oo  Act,  1968  and  then  effective  action  might  be  taken. 

The  number  of  fixed  type  dwellings  licenced  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  Section  269  is  3.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Two  slaughterhouses  operate  within  the  district,  100%  inspection  of  meat 
was  maintained  involving  time  outside  normal  office  hours.

There  is  one  major  poultry  packing  station  processing  15,000  broilers 
per  year,  and  three  poultry  roaring  faros,  one  for  turkeys,  one  for  ducks 
and  one  for  broilers  which  have  a  seasonable  kill  amounting  to  5,000  birds. 

The  percentage  birds  condemned  is  2.66%  amounting  to  32  "tons  per  year, 
ffygiene  generally  is  good,  inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  firms 
supplemented  by  occasional  visits  from  the  Public  Health  Department.
